The Lilverpool plans called for ‘twenty-three officers, 
twenty-seven engineers and seventy-five privates and 800 
pounds of a high explosive for, attaching 21 points, most of 
them dock gates, with a view to stranding ships. Diversions 
suggested in the report would consist of numerous fires in cot- 
ton and other warehouses, starting a half hour before the other 
operations, 

Apparently every precaution was taken for dealing with 
the ‘‘enemy forces—the police of both Liverpool and Manchest- 
er.’’ The latter plan dealt with the destruction of the street 
i} car powef plant in Manchester serving both industries and tram 
lines, with hammers and explosives, and also the Clayton val- 
ley pumping station which furnishes water to a large part of

In a speech displaying no regent- 
ment and taking full account »? the 
government's éxtre difficults in 
Ireland, he urged that unless the gov- 
ernment was able to secure effective 
control in Ireland, it would be wetter 
to withdraw all the armed forces and 
leave Ireland to find her own salva- 
tion. : 

Wihether the appeal will be heeded, 
time will ehow, but it is etgnificant 
that Earl Middleton intends tomorrow 
to move bdjournment of the debate 
for a fortnight to allow the govern- 
ment time to consider what amend- 
ments, financial and otherwise, it 
will propose. 

Outlines Limits of Autonomy 

Lord Grey, arguing that it would 
fhaye been ‘better had the government 
instead of preparing a detailed’ bill, 
started by ying down on broad jines 
the limits within which Ireland could 
have complete autonomy and ithe 
minimum winich Britain. must re- 
gerve for the security and safety not 
oniy of herself but of Ireland. 

He outlined the mihimum, firstly— 
placing Ireland in precisely the same 
position ‘with regard to foreign affairs 
as the great self-government domin- 
jons with the same right to ibe con- 
sulted about commerc‘al treaties, and 
secondly, only contemplate the main- 
tenance of any imperial troops in 
Trekand after home rule ‘had passed, 
unless Ireland desired it. 

‘I am perfeatly certain and ithe 
history ‘of the war ahows it, that un- 
lees there ds only one navy and one 
naval authority neither Ireland nor 
Great Britain coud (be defended.’ 
said Lord Grey. “That must ibe with- 
out qualification. Whatever domin- 
ion home rule might mean, we must 
from the beginning have no ambiguity 
on this question.”

MAYOR ACCEPTS ADAIR'S CHALLENGE TO OPEN DEBATE 


Details of Duel to be 


There wero five hundred citizens 
present Wednesday evening in the au- 
ditorium of the McDougal. Churca to 
hear the City Council of 1920 present 
their statement and defence of policy 
and achievements in civic affair. 
The meeting on the whole, was order- 
ly, paying careful attention to the 
speakers, and occasionally asking 
questions of interest and importance 
which were in all cases answered to 
the best of the ability of the candi- 
dates. One question was left over un- 
til the Thursday nigat's meeting. 

After the speech of Alderman 8. J. 
McCoppen, chairman of the Finance 
Committee and of the Sinking Fund 
Committee, ‘ho was asked the relation 
of the sinking fund and tne amount 


raised im 1919 to the net decrease of | 


$650,000 in the net debt of the city. 
A'd. McCoppen said he could not see 
that the sinking fund had any bearing 
on tne amount of the net decrease, 
and that he would look up the re- 
turns for the sinking fund in 1919 
and make the statement Thursday 
night. There was an air of confidence 
and acquaintance with the city's af- 
fairs and future associated wita the 
meoting, and a note of confidence 
that the day of larger and _ ‘better 
things for Edmonton is not far die- 
tent. 

‘Mayor Clarke calHed the meeting to 
order and asked for the election of 
a chairman, and without delay, Mr. 
Robert McCreath, President of the 
‘Trades and Labor Council, was unan- 
imous:y chosen. He presided iwita 
the acceptance and entire co-opera- 
tion of the audience and speakers. 

Mayor Clarke's Address 

Mayor Clarke wes in good form and 
covered a lot of ground, He endorsed 
the principle of « paying aldermen, 
emphasised the relations of the ad- 
ministration with organized labor, 
and the existing agreements, defend- 
ed the adjustments made im tae fi- 
nances of the city and ooncluded with 
the claim that “every form of secu- 
fity issued by this city upon our joint 
credit, stands unique in Western Can- 
ada anna's as being sought after and 


inquired about for the first time since| 


"1914." 

Near the close of the meeting the 
Mayor accepted tae challenge of Mr. 
J. W. Adair 40 a joint debate, time 
to be agreed upon and the rent of the 
McDougall Church equa'ly divided be- 
tween them. In the early part of his 
speech the Mayor read a letter from 
the Chief Constable in which he re- 
plied to the speech of Mr. Adair in 
(The Morning Bulletin on the high 
cost of the police for this year .Tho 
Chief stated that the cost 6f police 
protection for the nine months end- 
ing October 31, 1920, was $132,000, 
while in Calgary for the same period 
it cost over $160,000, while they have 
less men on the force than we have 
in Edmonton.

mine in the vicinity of Lake Waba- 
mun. This proposal was not con- 
sidered satisfactory. 

“A bvy-law for the raising of $250,- 
000 will be submitted to the burgesses 
of the city at the forthcoming election 
and upon its acceptance or rejection 
will depend largely on whether the 
city is to operate this utility as a 
municipal undertaking or not. 

“The present satisfactory condition 
of the power plant is, in my opinion, 
due to the fact that the city entered 
into contracts for the supply of eilec- 
trical energy first, with the Edmon- 
ton Hydro-Electric Co., and later with 
the Alllance Power company. If the 
city had carried out its plan of muni- 
cipal control and developed its power 
plant rather than enter these con- 
tracts during 1916, it is only reason: 
able to suppose that the city would 
have today a modern plant, capable 
of producing electrical energy to the 
people of the city at a minimum of 
cost to the users. 

“The result of the two and one-half 
months’ operation under the new 
waterworks tariff indicates that the 
financial year will close with a sur- 
plus of approximately $7,000. 

Some Telephone Plans 

‘In order to provide for the in- 
creased cost of maintenance and oper- 
ation of this department, a revision 
of telephone rates became necessary 
and on April Ist business and resi- 


;dence rates were increased on an av- 


erage of 14 per cent 

“Owing to the increasing demand 
for telephones a new exchange build- 
ing was necessary. This building when 
fully completed will be capable of tak- 
ing care of 16,000 lines of modern 
automatic equipment and will be the 
largest and most modern exchange in 
Canada; 1000 new lines should be in 
operation by Februrary next year. 
As, however, we will by the end of 
the year have 700 application for ser- 
vice, it will be necessary to at once 
make provision for a further exten- 
sion of this utility and a by-law is be- 
ing submitted at this time for the re- 
quired capital expenditure. 

The Street Railway Record 

The operation of this utility shows 
a considerable loss for the first nine 
months of this year. During the first 
three months the depar®ment twas 
handicapped owing to a lack of power 
and normal! service was not resumed 
until the lst of March. The principal 
increases in cost of operation being 
wages $110,000; damage claims $16,- 
000; and increase for power charges 
of $13,000. 

There is no doubt that the percen- 
tage of people using the street rail- 
way is becoming much less owing to 
the increasing number of automobiles 
and it will be necessary in the near 
future to determine a policy to be pur- 
sued in connection with the opera- 
tion of this utility, as it is one of the 
duties of a municipal government to 
provide some means of cheap trans- 
portation for the residents. I am of 
the opinion that when everything has 
been done by the city administration 
to provide this service at a minimum 
of cost, that the users of the utility 
should be required to pay such fares 
as would provide for ail proper 
charges. When this has been brought 
about I do not believe that it is 
proper accounting to offset any deficit 
of this or any other utility against 
any surplus created hy any profit 
making utility. I am of the opinion 
that such deficit as is brought about 
each year by the operation of the 
street railway should be provided out 
of the general revenue of the city, as 
the operation of a street railway 
brings about an added value to the 
land and improveinents and the defi- 


\cit each year should be charged to 


same. 
Public Works Conmittce 

Alderman A. R. McLennan, chair- 
man of the public works committee 
said that the rejection of the by-laws 
by the people last election had made 
it dmpossible to proceed with much 
new work this year. Nevertheless, the 
sums of $58,000 had been expended on 
sewers; $7,000 on cinder ‘walks; $10,-

way is better than the old; not for 
the others to show that it is not 
as good. If the pupils are getting 
along better, are gaining a more 
thorough education than their 
fathers and mothers got in the 
‘little red school house,’’ and are 
getting it with less effort or with 
more harmless fun mixed in, all is 
to the good and the change is justi- 
fied by its fruits. 

But there are quite a number of 
people who suspect that the re- 
verse is the case; that instead of 
leaving school with a more per- 
manent grip on the fundamentals, 
the pupils leave school today with

IN EDMONTON, 
JANUARY 18-21 


Board Will Invite Other Farm- 
ers’ Organizations in Canada to 
be Represented 


The annual convention of the United 
Farmers of Alberta will be held in Ed- 
monton from Tuesday, January 18, to 
Friday, January 21, inclusive. This an- 
nouncement was made at the close of 
a meeting of the board. of directors 
who discussed the program for the 
forthcoming convention. The doard 
will issue invitatlons to all other far- 
mers’ organizations in Canada to be 
represented at the convention, and will 
also invite labor and the G.W.V.A. to 
be represented. 

The greater part of the first day 
will be devoted to discussion of the 
various resolutions dealing with the 
question of a proposed wheat pool. No 
list of outside speakers has as yet been 
received. 

The special rate on seed grain 
which has deen given by the raitways 
for some time past is to be continued. 
| Word to this effect was received by the 
| directors and a resolution expressing 
appreciation of thts action was car- 
ried. 

It was reported that some districts 
{in Southern Alberta, more particularly 
in the vicinity of Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat, will require relief again 
this winter. The board decided te 
make this fact known to the Iqcais, 
and to open a relief fund, the ‘pro- 
ceeds of which will be distributed 
through the Alberta division of the 
Red Cross society, as was done last 
year. The need for relief is not so 
widespread as it was 4 year ago, but 
in some localities there has been a 
complete crop failure. 

The directors decided to give prior- 
ity at the annual convention to reso- 
lutions sent in by the district associa- 
tions. The practice of submitting all 
resolutions from locals to the district 
associations, for consideration and co- 
ordination, has been growing for some 
time past.
